FF Scafaring Subjects, as well Officers as 
& Seamen and Mariners, and with jn- 
rent and purpole that their Reſoluti-' 
SF on and Forwardneſs, Valour and 
Faithtulneſs in the preſent. Service, 
neceſſarily undertaken for the Honour and Defence of Their 
Majeſties Dominions, the Support of the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, and Secufiry of the Commerce and Trade of their 
Subjects may .be duly Rewarded and Encouraged, By and 
With the Advice of their Council, have thought fir to Pub- 
liſh and Declare, 

. That all Captains,» Seamen and others thac do or ſhall 
Serve in any of Their Majeſties own or Merchant Ships 
Employed in "Their Seryice, ſhall ( for time to come in lieu 
of all Prizes ) Have and Receive from Their Majeſties for 
every Ship or Prize they ſhall Lawtully take, whether 
Merchant Men, or Men of T* Laden or Light, the _

of Ten ſhillings for every Tun che (aid Ship ſhall meafure, 
according tothe , ordinary Rule-ot Shipwright's Hall, and 
Six pouuds thifteen fhillings and four pence tor every Piece 
of Ordnance, whether Iron, or Braſs, the ſame ro be pid by 
the Collector for Prize Goods within Ten days atter the 
payment «of the Shipz- ( in cate Adjudication be made of 
the Ship in the Admiralty Cpurr) to be ſhared and divided 
amoaglt them proportionably, according to the reſpeCtive 
Places and Offices in the Ship ia which they Serv'd, and 
according to the Cuſtom of the Seas in thar calc. 

And furcher, That it be Lawtul for all Caprains, Seamen, 
and ochers, lerving as aforeſaid, to take and have to them- 
ſelves as Pillage, withour further or other account to be gi- 
ven for the lame, All ſuch Goods and Merchandizes as thall 
be fourdby them, or any.of them, in any Ship (they ſhall 
take in fight as Prize ) upon or above the Gun-Deck of the 
ſaid Ship, and not otherwiſe : And for every Man of War 
ſunk or deſtroyed by - Firing or otherwiſe, ro have Ten 


pounds a Gun only, co be divided as aforelaid, to be paid 


by the Commiſſioners for Prize Goods, within Ten days 
atter the payment of the Ship as aforeſaid, upon Certificate 
of the Matter of Fact ſtated by the Council of War. 

That in paying che To" of all Seamen and Mariners, 
that now do, or hereafter ſhall Serve on Board any of Their 
Majeſties Ships, the followiag Method and Regulation ſhall 
be obſerved ; ts. i 

That all Seamen and Mariners that on the Firſt of No- 
vem-er next, (hall have been in Their Majeſties Service Six 
Moaths, ſhall by chemleives or afſigns receive full Two 
Months pay 3 and in like manner thoſe that on the Firſt of 

thall have been in the Service Six Months, ſhall 

receive other Two Montis pay, and fo ( cill their Ships be 
paid off ) ſhall continue to receive Two Months pay. after 
having Served Six Months from the. aforeſaid days of Pay- 
ment ; For which Pay or Pays for Two Months from time 
to time, as aforelaid, Tickers ſhall be given gratis under the 
{tJands of the Commander, and other Officers uſually ap- 
pointed in Signing them, and Letters of Attorney ſhall be 
alto Acceited under che Hand; of the atorelaid Signing Of- 
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icers 2ratis, in ſuch maanzr as {hill be thought to conduce 
noſt ro the Benefir, Support, and Eale hereby intended to 
Seamen in general and cheir Families, of whom Care ſhall 
he taken that theſe Payments be made accordingly. 

And all Commanders are hereby ſtrictly Charged and 
Required not to Diſcharge any Seaman trom Their Maje- 
ties Ships, without giving the Perſon ſo Diſcharged the 
ſual Ticker for the time of his Service. 

That Care ſhall be taken for detraying the Charges of 
Sick and Wounded Men, and for the Relief of Widows, 

hildren and Impotenet Parents of ſuch as (hill be lain in 
he Service at Seaz And for Medals, or other Rewards to 
ſuch Officers and Seamen of the Fleet, as ſhall be found co 
aye done any Eminent or Extraordinary Service : And. 
that for Supplying of neceflary Proviſions for Sick' and 
Wounded men on Board, there ſhall be allowed by His 
Majeſty Five pounds for Six Months Service for cvery Hun- 
dred Meg. | ; : | 

Thar upon the Diſcharge of Sick and Wounded men from 
[the Ships in Their Majeſties Service; Care ſhall be taken for 
the payment of cheir Tickets and Conduct Money, 

That Directions ſhall .be given to all Mayors, Bailifts, 
or other Magiſtrates in any Port Towns to take Care for 
all neceſſary Accommodations at the charge of Their Maje- 
ſties, for the Relief and Cure of ſuch Sick and Wounded men 
as ſhall be ſent on ſhoar. 

That the Moyety of Our Hoſpitals in England, employed 
for the Cure of Wounded and Sick People, be relerved du- 
ring the time of War az Sea, for ſuch as ſhall be Wounded 
in the Service of the Navy, as they {hall become void from 
and afrer the Firſt day of June next. 168g,
